first subset; providing an incentive different than the recurring cash value benefit to the 
consumers in a second subset and analyzing and determining which incentive is effective 
independently claimed in Group II is not a limitation for the independently claimed combination 
I, 111 or IV. The subcombination has separate utility such as and analyzing different s of 
incentives provided to different subsets of consumers and determining the effectiveness of the 
incentives. 

Inventions III and I, II, IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the feature of informing consimier that they are provided with a benefit received 
by an employee and distributing a recurring cash value benefit, independently claimed in Group 
III is not a limitation for the independently claimed combination I, II or IV.

case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the feature of identifying a most-valued consumer and providing a recurring 
cash value benefit for consumer to purchase goods or services, independently claimed in Group 
IV is not a limitation for the independently claimed combination I-III. The subcombination has 
separate utility such as identifying a most-valued consumer and providing a recurring cash value 
benefit for consumer to purchase goods or services.
